Holiday and tour packages to be axed as staff fear for jobs

COACH drivers and office staff are 
worried their jobs are at risk after a 
corporate takeover of an Epsom in¬ 
stitution approaching its centenary 
year. 

Epsom Coaches, which was found¬ 
ed in 1920, is to be directly managed 
by Twickenham-based RATP Dev 
London from June 25, putting an end 
to a number of its services. 

The company had record book¬ 
ings for this summer, according to 
managing director Steve Whiteway, 
who is retiring because of the take¬ 
over, will be renamed Quality Line 
and will no longer run its holiday 
and tour packages. 

It will continue to carry out con¬ 


tract work from National Express 
and local health authorities from its 
depot in Roy Richmond Way, Epsom, 
said Mr Whiteway, who first joined 
the company as a trainee coach driv¬ 
er 37 years ago. 

“It’s not the way I want to go. I 
wasn’t planning to go until 2020,” he 
added. 

“I think the day I actually walk out 
of here will be very, very hard. 

“My staff are very loyal - they’re 
more concerned about me than they 
are about themselves.” 

Staff were informed of the takeo¬ 
ver by letter on Monday 

One coach driver - who has 
worked at Epsom Coaches for 15 
years and who did not want to be 
named - said he had “heard ru¬ 
mours” of the changes, but the 
announcement still came as a 
shock. 


He added that the company was 
not unionised and that he and his 
colleagues may have to find other 
jobs. 

He told the Epsom Guardian: “All 
the office staff went in for a meeting 
and then came out in tears - so we 
knew something was happening. 

“But no one knows what is hap¬ 
pening about the jobs side of it all. 

“It’s like a bomb has gone off. 
There’s no morale. 

“It has shut down Epsom Coaches 
as we know it.” 

Mr Whiteway told the Epsom 
Guardian he expected only “three or 
four job losses”. 

He added that he might drive the 
coach home to Epsom after its last 
tour to Torquay in June. 

Tim Jackson, CEO of RATP Dev 
UK said: “I would like to thank Steve 
Whiteway His dedication and lead¬ 


ership over the years has been the 
foundation for this successful busi¬ 
ness.” 

A spokesman for RATP Dev Lon¬ 
don said: “In order to focus on bus¬ 
es, the core area of our business, we 
have decided to close Epsom Coach¬ 
es holiday and day trip business by 
the end of June 2017. 

“Focusing on Quality Line will 
allow us to better serve passengers, 
stakeholders and employees and en¬ 
sure a successful, long term future 
for Epsom Coaches. 

“These changes mean that there 
will be a new management struc¬ 
ture and reporting lines for Epsom 
Coaches from June 2017. 

“All of Epsom Coaches’ existing 
TfL routes and associated roles, 
schedules and shift patterns will re¬ 
main the same and continue to be 
run from Epsom.”

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County council plans to cut millions of pounds in frontline services in the face of Government austerity 


On a financial ‘cliff edge’

ESSENTIAL frontline services 
across Surrey face millions of 
pounds of cuts as the county 
council stands on a financial 
“cliff edge”, it was revealed this 
week. 

Adult social care, highways, 
health, and children, school 
and families budgets face near¬ 
ly £72million of cuts over the 
next five years as Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council attempts to offset 
sustained government cuts and 
“poor spending decisions”. 

The cuts would affect vulner¬ 
able children and adults with 
disabilities or mental health 
problems hardest, opposition 
councillors claimed. 

Bus services could also be cut 
or removed altogether due to a 
£735,000 reduction in the public 
transport budget, while recy¬ 
cling waste could be made more 
difficult because of a £lmillion 
cut to funds for the council’s 
community recycling centres 
(CRCs). 

The cabinet had approved £93 
million of cuts in February - 
which it said would still leave a 
funding shortfall of £30million 


in 2017/18, rising to £73million 
by 2019/20 - but had not speci¬ 
fied how these would fall. 

The £72million worth of 
cuts, set to take place between 
2017 and 2020, were revealed at 
a cabinet meeting on Tuesday 
(March 28) as follows: 

•Adult social care - £25,443,000 
•Children, school and families - 
£28,880,000 

•Public health - £3,290,000 
•Business services, orbis and 
customer services - £2,234,000 
•Environmental infrastruc¬ 
ture - highways and transport 

- £2,458,000 

•Environmental infrastructure 

- place development - £8,763,000 
•‘Other’ (legal, strategy and per¬ 
formance, democratic, commu¬ 
nications, and strategic leader¬ 
ship) - £732,000 

Steve Cosser, chairman of 
cabinet overview board, said 
the council’s medium term fi¬ 
nancial plan for 2017-2020 was a 
balancing act between reacting 
to the “difficult situation the 
government have placed us in” 
and “wanting to try and pro¬ 
vide the best possible services 
we can”. 

The government has cut 
the council’s annual grant by 
£170million since 2010, while 
demand for adult social care, 


learning disabilities and chil¬ 
dren’s services is increasing. 

But Councillor Hazel Wat¬ 
son, leader of Surrey’s Liberal 
Democrats described the cuts 
as “appalling”, and said the 
Tory administration was trying 
to offset “years of poor spend¬ 
ing decisions”. 

The council was previously 
forced to dip into £24.8 million 
of reserves - its largest ever 
planned use of reserves - after 
blowing its budget by £15 mil¬ 
lion, and considered a council 
tax increase of 15 per cent to 
balance its budget. 

Surrey County Council’s 
agency staff bill rose £2.5mil- 
lion year-on-year to £13.7mil- 
lion in 2015/16, and its entire 
Independent Remuneration 
Panel resigned in protest after 
Conservative councillors voted 
to increase their allowances by 
up to 60 per cent in May 2014. 

Cllr Watson said: “The Tories 
have also chosen to cut millions 
and millions of pounds from 
services that support elderly 
and disabled people in Surrey 

“They are targeting services 
that help children with special 
needs as well as cutting sup¬ 
port for vulnerable people with 
drug, alcohol and mental health 
problems.” 


At the meeting on Tuesday 
cabinet members acknowl¬ 
edged the cuts would not be 
popular with residents. 

Cabinet member for adult 
social care, wellbeing and in¬ 
dependence, Mel Few said: “If 
we start by looking at fees and 
charges, we will have a reaction 
from the community” 

And Councillor Nick Harri¬ 
son conceded: “Most savings 
have visible impacts on servic¬ 
es and will not be popular.” 

Helyn Clack, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for wellbeing and health, 
admitted: “We are really stand¬ 
ing on the cliff edge here, 
looking at a very difficult 
scenario. 

“I think the big help that we 
are going to have here is getting 
the public behind us about the 
services that they think that 
they can manage with and man¬ 
age without.” 

Council leader David Hidge 
said: “It is very easy if you are 
not part of the decision-making 
process to say ‘We want more 
money for this’, and ‘Why have 
you done that?’ 

“But I believe we, as Conserv¬ 
atives, have been quite prudent, 
sensible and pragmatic about 
how we put this budget for¬ 
wards.”

Teens video horse being fed fags 


STUPID ‘teenagers’ filmed themselves 
feeding cigarettes to a poor horse and 
the video was later sent to the owner. 

In a seven-second snapchat video with 
the caption ‘He’s feeding the horses fags’ 
followed by ten emoji faces crying with 
laughter, a boy in a red baseball cap can 
be seen feeding a cigarette to a horse. 

A worried man who works on the 
farm in Park Road, Banstead, had told 
a group of about 15 ‘teenagers’ stroking 
his horses to leave them alone, as in the 
past teenagers had thrown objects at 
them and chased them - but never, to his 
knowledge, fed them anything. 


His pleas were ignored, and the 
shocking video was later sent to him by 
a friend. The footage was then shared 
on the What’s on in Banstead Facebook 
group. 

The man - who wanted to remain 
anonymous - told the Epsom Guardian: 

“We kept telling them week-in, week- 
out, year on year, but it has got to the 
point where we don’t know what to do. 

Surrey Police is investigating the inci¬ 
dent - which happened at about 5.15pm 
on March 28.

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Ex-world champion to be sentenced for indecent assaults 
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Kickboxer cleared of 
multiple rape charges

A THREE-time world champion 
kickboxer has been cleared of 20 
counts of rape, indecent assault 
and having sexual intercourse 
with underage girls. 

After more than ten hours’ de¬ 
liberation the jury was unable 
to reach a verdict on one further 
count of indecent assault and an¬ 
other rape charge. 

Page, who was head of the 
Great British Martial Arts Associ¬ 
ation at the time of his arrest, had 
been found guilty of two counts of 
indecent assault in July 2016. 

The remaining 22 counts were 
retried as part of this process. 

His Honour Mr Phillip Mat¬ 
thews will sentence Page for the 
two counts of indecent assault 
of which he was convicted at Is- 
leworth Crown Court on Monday, 
April 10. 

Curtis Page, of College Road, 
Epsom, was convicted of two 
counts of indecent assault last 
July, and had been accused of 
further multiple sexual offences 
against three girls - one as young

as 12 - alleged to have taken place 
between 1985 and 1995. 

But a jury at Isleworth Crown 
Court unanimously acquitted 
him of five counts of rape, nine 
counts of indecent assault, and 
one count of sexual intercourse 
with a girl under 13. 

Page, 60, was also cleared of 
four further counts of indecent 
assault by a majority decision. 

His friends and family - in¬ 
cluding top MMA fighter Michael 
‘Venom’ Page - wept and sighed 
with relief as the foreman read 
out the jury’s verdicts at Isle¬ 
worth Crown Court on April 3. 


The court had heard a raft of 
character testimony from former 
colleagues and partners. 

Greg Matthews, a fellow mar¬ 
tial arts instructor, wrote: “I saw 
nothing that gave me cause for 
concern about Curtis. 

“I never saw him behave in¬ 
appropriately towards any stu¬ 
dents.” 

Another instructor, who claims 
he had a falling out with Page 20 
years ago, wrote: “I would have 
had no issues in leaving my 
daughters with him. 

“I have never once seen him 
behave sexually inappropriately 
to any students, and nobody has 
complained to me about him.” 

Another described him as a 
“calm, collected, and optimistic 
character” who was “always en¬ 
couraging” to his students. 

Yvonne Silva, a former girl¬ 
friend of Page, wrote there was 
“absolutely no evidence of violent 
or controlling behaviour towards 
me”. In all the years I have known 
Curtis, I don’t remember him los¬ 
ing his calm with anyone.” 

The Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice (CPS) is yet to decide on 
whether to pursue the remaining 
two charges.

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CRAIG RICHARD reports on how hitting the four-hour A&E wait time and better cancer care will have an impact 

Improvements will result in delays elsewhere 

PATIENTS will have to wait 
longer for non-urgent oper¬ 
ations as a ‘trade off’ for im¬ 
provement in other areas, the 
head of the NHS has said. 

Longer waits can be ex¬ 
pected for pre-planned oper¬ 
ations, which include things 
like hip and knee replace¬ 
ments, cataract removal, her¬ 
nia operations and laparosco¬ 
pies, Simon Stevens said. 

But the frustration of 
longer waits could be offset 
by the NHS being able to fo¬ 
cus on hitting the four-hour 
wait time in A&E and better 
cancer care, he believes. 

Unveiling a blueprint for 
the NHS for the next two 
years, Mr Stevens also said 
hundreds of thousands of 
patients would no longer be 
referred to a consultant by 
their GP. 

Instead, GPs will be able to 
phone consultants to ask for 
advice, and their referrals 
would be scrutinised as to 
whether they are clinically 
appropriate. 

Hospitals will also be told 
part of their funding will 
be tied to improving health 
generally - with staff urged 
to have a “quiet word” in pa¬ 
tients’ ears if they drink or 
smoke too much. 

Other measures to save 
the NHS cash, already an¬ 
nounced, include cutting the

prescriptions bill for items 
such as sunscreen, fish oils, 
painkilling plasters, glu¬ 
ten-free foods and travel vac¬ 
cines. 

Mr Stevens admitted that 
waiting times were coming 
under pressure and that 
choices had to be made. 

The NHS has a target that 
92 per cent of patients should 
be treated within 18 weeks of 
referral by their GP. 

But the NHS has not hit 
this target since February 
2016 and performance has 
been slipping since then. 

Mr Stevens said: “We are 


saying that we expect that 
the number of operations 
that the NHS pays for will 
continue to go up, but we rec¬ 
ognise that - right now about 
nine out of 10 people get their 
operations in under 18 weeks 
- in some parts of the country 
that will be under pressure. 

“We won’t second-guess 
what that looks like, we want 
to try and keep short waits in 
the system where we can. 

“We do expect and we do 
say here there is a trade off 
here ... We do expect there 
will be some marginal length¬ 
ening of waiting lists but this 


will still represent a strong, 
quick waiting times experi¬ 
ence compared to 10 years 
ago, let alone 20.” 

Mr Stevens said demand 
on the health service was 
increasing annually due to a 
“growing and ageing popula¬ 
tion”, which had led to tough 
decisions. 

Health Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt, pictured right, said: 
“This plan sets out how the 
NHS will meet the challeng¬ 
es of an ageing population 
head-on and deliver further 
improvements for patients in 
key priorities - better cancer 
treatment, expanding GP ac¬ 
cess, and transforming men¬ 
tal health care.” 

A Department of Health 
spokesman said: “Patients 
will rightly expect that those 
who are most in need of ur¬ 
gent treatment are priori¬ 
tised but the NHS must con¬ 
tinue to make sure that those 
who need routine treatment 
receive it quickly 

“As the document says, we 
will continue to expand the 
number of operations offered 
in future, and just last year 
the NHS carried out more 
than 1.9 million more opera¬ 
tions compared to 2010.”

Contractors ready to begin work in Leatherhead on Monday 

Multi-million pound 
project set to begin

THE first extensive phase of a 10- 
year, £200m project to transform 
an historic market town with a vi¬ 
brant urban quarter, a renovated 
shopping centre, a simplified road 
system and a new riverside park 
gets underway next week. 

Contractors will begin work in 
Church Street, Leatherhead on 
Monday, April 10, as the Trans¬ 
form Leatherhead project, which 
was approved in July, gets under¬ 
way in earnest. 

Works will be carried out on the 
area in front of Barclays bank, 
the Leatherhead Theatre and the 
Englishman’s Cafe on one side 
of the street, and from the junc¬ 
tion with The Crescent to the car 
park entrance on the other side of 
Church Street. 

Mole Valley District Council 
has consulted with a number of 
businesses on the phasing plans 
to ensure business can contin¬ 
ue with minimal disruption, a 
spokesman stated. 

Throughout the duration of 
the work, all on-street parking in 


Church Street will be suspended. 
However, the Church Street off- 
street car park will remain open, 
apart from a few spaces allocated 
to the contractor. 

Jack Straw, Mole Valley Dis¬ 
trict Council’s Corporate Head of 
Service, said: “We are delighted to 
announce the commencement of 
works in Church Street and look 
forward to working with Kier and 
their sub-contractor Murrill to de¬ 
liver the first phase of Transform 
Leatherhead. 

“We know that there will be 
periods during the construction 
when the normal life of Church 


Street will be disrupted, but the 
team will be working closely with 
local residents and businesses to 
ensure the works are carried out 
with as little inconvenience as 
possible to the local community.” 

The council approved Trans¬ 
form Leatherhead last year. The 
project also includes plans to cre¬ 
ate a new urban quarter at Bull 
Hill and Red House Gardens, ren¬ 
ovate the Swan Centre and create 
a riverside park near Claire and 
James House in Bridge Street.

Epsom branch of RAC wins top heritage award 

It’s barn-storming

THE Epsom branch of Britain’s oldest 
motoring club has won a county-wide 
heritage award after converting an 18th 
century barn into a showroom for its his¬ 
toric vehicles. 

The Old Barn Motor House, which 
belongs to the Royal Automobile Club, 
based in Woodcote Park, Epsom Downs, 
was presented with the 2017 Surrey 
Heritage Award at a prize ceremony in 
Guildford last week. 

Surrey Historic Buildings curated the 
award to celebrate the county’s rich and 
diverse architectural heritage, highlight¬ 
ing best practice in historic building 
conservation and restoration. 

Epsom’s RAC beat off stiff competi¬ 
tion from five other shortlisted projects 
from across Surrey to claim the gong on 
Wednesday, March 29. 

The club’s motor house used to be a 
barn dating back to 1770, but was reno¬ 
vated “sympathetically”, according to 
Surrey Historic Buildings. 

Miles Wade, club secretary, said: “We 
are delighted that our work to restore 
the barn and give it a contemporary life 
by housing our motoring activities and 
showcasing our heritage has been recog¬ 
nised.” 

A spokesman for Surrey Historic 
Buildings said: “The conversion has 
been carried out sympathetically and 
rebuilding and repointing has been kept 
to a minimum, with care taken to retain 
the patina of age such as the slight irreg-

ularities of the roof.” 

The Royal Automobile Club was found¬ 
ed in 1897 was awarded its Royal title by 
King Edward VII in 1907, sealing its sta¬ 
tus as Britain’s oldest and most influen¬ 
tial motoring organisation. 

Throughout its history it has cham¬ 
pioned motoring events from the 1,000 
Mile Trial, first held in 1900, to the first 
pre-war and post-war Grands Prix at 
Brooklands in 1926 and Silverstone in 
1948, to the present-day Regent Street 
Motor Show and the London to Brighton 
Veteran Car Run. 

It continues to campaign for the rights 
of the motorist, including introducing 
the first driving licences. 

Mr Wade added: “Although a team 
effort, the project owes much to the in¬ 
spiration of the late Peter Foubister, our 
former motoring secretary, for devising 
the concept and ensuring quality and 
authenticity, sustaining the club’s repu¬ 
tation as a responsible guardian of our 
historic estate.”

‘YOU can’t trust Labour with 
money’ is as true today in 
Merton as it ever was. Council 
finances are on a cliff edge and 
Stephen Alambritis’ Labour 
Group are in complete denial 
of the facts. And I mean facts 
you can check not the fake 
news in the letters from their 
self-appointed spokesman, 
Michael Barltrop (NB Merton 
Council under Labour or Con¬ 
servatives have not borrowed 
money since 2006 and fund cap¬ 
ital projects from investment 
receipts). 

Alambritis’ Labour thought 
they could balance the books 
by gradually using up the 


£26million of Council Tax they 
stashed away into balances 
and reserves over 6 years to 
March 2016. Money that could 
and should have been left in 
residents’ pockets or used to 
save services for the vulnerable 
and elderly. 

Instead, even though adult 
care services have been over¬ 
spending and unable to meet 
savings targets, they have suf¬ 
fered further cuts - until just 
before last Christmas. At last, 
Labour’s under budgeting was 
recognised and £11.927million 
added to next year’s planned 
expenditure and £12.901million 
in 2018/19 - but 1% on Coun¬ 


cil tax only generates about 
£700,000 so how do they plan to 
pay for it? 

Even in this financial year 
(2016/17) the overspend is 
estimated at £6.325million. 

That gap between income and 
expenditure and the projected 
gap next year (2017/18) will 
be plugged by a huge and 
unplanned raid of remaining 
reserves - yet these can only be 
spent once. 

Labour’s Council Tax prom¬ 
ise is now in tatters. They have 
known for some time what to 
expect in support from central 
government over the next 
three or four years but been 


in complete denial. It is not 
‘business-like’ to add necessary 
growth and then cut it back so, 
if the reserves are exhausted, 
how can Council services be 
funded without a massive hike 
in Council Tax? 

Merton’s finances need re¬ 
building but neither Corbyn’s 
nor Alambritis’ Labour Party 
can be trusted to get it right, 
which is why we will be setting 
out our alternative approach 
when it comes to setting the 
budget in Merton.

How does it feel to be 
celebrating your 70th year 
in the business? [Laughs] It 
feels like nothing. I started out as 
a 14-year-old boy actor and I've 
never gotten up any day of my 
life over the last 70 years and 
not looked forward to when I'll 
be in a theatre, rehearsing, 
directing, performing or 
whatever. I love it. 

Did you ever imagine when 
you stepped out on stage in 
the 1940s that you'd still be in 
showbusiness seven decades 
later? Well, all I ever wanted to 
do was be an actor. I wanted to 
be Olivier or Marlon Brandon or 
even Danny Kaye because I loved 
comedy. 

I've never been any good at 
saying no. I didn't want to be 
a writer, I didn't want to be a 


director, I didn't want to be a 
producer and I certainly didn't 
want to run and own theatres 
[laughs] and I shouldn't have done 
either of the last two. 

But one thing segued from 
another and, as I say, I've loved 
every day of the last 70 years. 

Why did you decide to start 
the celebrations with an 
updated version of Out Of 
Order? What I have been doing 
fairly recently is encouraging some 
young producers because that's 
what we need. Tom O'Connell is 
one of those and he learned that 
I'd been in the business for 70 
years so he came up with the idea 
of doing one of my plays. 

We discussed which one and 
I do have a very soft spot for Out 
Of Order. I know that Run For Your 
Wife ran for eight years in the 


West End and all the plays have 
been done around the world - 
that's the most amazing thing. 

They've been translated into 
probably 30 or 40 languages. 
They're done in the Ukraine; think 
what's going on in the Ukraine 
and people still want to laugh. I 
think that's what has sustained 
me over the years. 

Oftentimes if I'm not appearing 
in one of the plays and I'm 
standing at the back as a director, 
to watch people throw their heads 
back and nudge each other and 
point at the stage and laugh is 
wonderful. I feel I've almost been a 
doctor over the years. 

Why do you have such a soft 
spot for Out Of Order? Of all 
the plays, it's really complicated 
stage business wise. All the plays 
have got lots of funny business in 


them, but Out Of Order has even 
more than usual. 

I won't go into too many details 
about the story but there is a dead 
body in it, there's a window that 
keeps crashing down and as usual 
there are three doors that keep 
opening and closing. And of all 
the plays, the choreography of this 
one is the most complicated. 

Why do you feel this particular 
show has endured? It applies 
to all of them. Take Run For Your 
Wife. It's about a woman involved 
in a bigamous marriage, which 
is an awful shock because her 
husband isn't just flirting with a 
secretary, he's got another house, 
another home, children maybe. 
She's devastated. 

I can happily see the funny 
side of that but that's a situation 
that's as dramatic and hopefully 


as funny today as it was when it 
was written in 1980. With Out Of 
Order as long as politicians carry 
on misbehaving then we're fine. 
That will never end; misbehaving 
politicians will go on forever. 
You've got a great cast. How 
important is it to get the 
right players for a piece like 
this? It's vital. It's a lovely cast I've 
got here. They all love the play and 
they're a team. That's one of the 
things I've learned over the years 
- mainly when I was working with 
Brian Rix, I think, in the very early 
days. You need a team. 

If it's a drama, a comedy, a 
tragedy, a ballet, you need to 
work as a team - and maybe that 
applies to life too - to make it 
successful. 

How does it feel when you're 
sat in a theatre listening 


to audiences roar with 
laughter at something you've 
written? It's the most wonderful 
thing. I'll never forget when we 
first did Run For Your Wife at the 
Shaftesbury Theatre. 

I wasn't there for a Saturday 
night performance and after the 
performance Richard Briers, who 
was playing the lead, rang me up 
and said 'It was terrible!' because 
at a certain moment the audience 
just wouldn't stop laughing. 

That's the thing with these 
plays - dealing with the laughs. 
Luckily one surrounds oneself with 
actors who know how to deal with 
that.

THE BOSS BABY (U) 



A virtuoso vocal performance 
from Alec Baldwin as a tyran¬ 
nical infant, who wears a black 
business suit, carries a brief¬ 
case and pulls the wool over 
the eyes of his sleep-deprived 
adult handlers, almost carries 
Tom McGrath's colourful com¬ 
puter-animated fantasy to full 
term, writes Damon Smith. 

It's a neat conception though 
not a smooth delivery and Mi¬ 
chael McCullers' screenplay, 
loosely based on the award-win¬ 
ning picture book by Marla Fra- 
zee, has pregnant pauses where 
plot and gags should be. 

Boss Baby suckles on its neat 
premise, feeding Baldwin in¬ 
frequent zinging dialogue like 
when his pint-sized corporate 
lackey swats away taunts about 
having to wear a nappy: "You 
know who else wears diapers? 
Astronauts and NASCAR driv¬ 
ers!" 

Seth MacFarlane has been 
traversing this rich comic ter¬ 
ritory with greater acuity since 
1999 in his animated TV series, 
Family Guy, through the charac¬ 
ter of megalomaniacal toddler 
genius, Stewie Griffin. 

Evidently, there are only so 
many genuine laughs to go 
round before McGrath's hare¬ 


brained caper has to resort to 
toilet humour and shameless 
emotional manipulation to pad 
out the 97 minutes. 

Every night, seven-year-old 
Tim Templeton (voiced by Miles 
Christopher Bakshi) enjoys 
three bedtime stories, five hugs 
and a special song from his par¬ 
ents Ted (Jimmy Kimmel) and 
Janice (Lisa Kudrow), who make 
time for their boy despite de¬ 
manding jobs for Puppy Co. 

This bond is severely tested 
with the arrival of a brother 
called Boss Baby (Baldwin), 
who conceals his status as a 
fast-rising executive at Baby- 
Corp until Tim catches the new 
arrival talking business on a toy 
'phone. 

"If people knew where babies 
really came from, they'd never 
have one. A bit like hot dogs," 
Boss Baby tersely informs his 
sibling. 

It transpires that Boss Baby is 
on a secret mission to stop Pup¬ 
py Co's CEO, Francis E Francis 
(Steve Buscemi), from launching 
a new product that could weak¬ 
en humankind's enduring love 
for babies. 

"If this new puppy is as cute 
as we think, it could put the 
baby business out of business, 


baby!" warns the smartly suit¬ 
ed infant with an overinflated 
sense of self-importance. 

Tim initially rages against 
Boss Baby, but he soon real¬ 
ises that helping his nemesis 
to complete the mission, there¬ 
by earning promotion, would 
be the quickest route to ridding 
the family home of a second 
child. The Boss Baby ties itself 
in knots blurring fantasy and 
reality. 

If the wise-cracking title 
character is supposed to be 
a product of Tim's overactive 
imagination, it's hard to ac¬ 
cept that a seven-year-old boy 
would have a rich and detailed 
grasp on the cut and thrust of 
suited corporate America and 
rampant capitalism. 

Baldwin's bone dry delivery 
is a masterclass in split-sec¬ 
ond comic timing and he re¬ 
peatedly elevates the hit-or- 
miss material in McCullers' 
script. 

"There's not enough love to 
go round," laments Boss Baby 
at one point. 

My affection doesn't 
stretch to McGrath's picture.
